3j[R HERBERT BREWER, 
the Derbyshire solici- 
tor appointed by the High 
Court last Friday as 
receiver of the assets of 
the National Union of Mine- 
workers. has asked to stand 
down, a judge in London 
was told yesterday. 

His derision was due partly 
to attack; on his credentials as 
a suitable receiver. He is a 
former Conservative councillor. 

But Mr Justice Merwn 
Davies refused to accept his 
resignation at once and ordered 
That' he must continue in office 
at least until today, when the 
court will rale on an application 
to have the appointment of a 
receiver renewed. 

' IF Mr Brewer's resignation is 
acepted it is expected that he 
will he replaced by Mr Michael 
Arnold, 49, senior insolvency 
partner in the firm. Arthur 
Yonng. McClelland Moores and 
Co which has offices close to 
the Law- Courts. 

Both were, in court yesterday 
as the judge heard an applica- 
tion by 16 working miners for 
continuation of the receiver- 
ship.

Mr Brewer, who is senior 
partner in a firm of solicitors in 
Ilkeston, had stepped in last 
week to act as receiver at the 
request of Mr David Negus, 
solicitor for the 16 miners who 
had brought the emergency 
receivership application. 

Since his appointment was 
confirmed by the Court of 
Appeal at a special Saturday 
siting, he had been to Luxem- 
bourg and Dublin to lav claim 
to £4,650.000 and £2.700.000 of 
the union's assets deposited in 
banks there fry the union'* 
trustees in an attempt to avoid 
their seizure by High Court 
sequestrators.

FPHREE weeks before the 
disaster at Bhopal, a 
spill of the same highly 
toxic chemical, methyl 
isocyanate, forced the 
evacuation of an elemen- 
tary school at Middleport, 
New York, it was disclosed 
yesterday. 

Some 5n children and a 
teacher suffered eye irritation, 
but apparently no lasting 
effects. Officials said the acci- 
dent might have resulted in 
greater i a jury' had not the 
school and the chemical com- 
pany involved, FMC Corpora- 


tion. worked out emergency 
procedures for such situations. 

Some 30 gallons of methyl 
isocyanate were involved in the 
spill at the FMC plant, which 
usee the chemical to make 
pestidides. The adcident re- 
portedly occurred when a main- 
tenance crew installed a pump 
which failed when it was first 
tested. 

The spill Jumod quickly to 
gas which drifted in the direc- 
tion of the school, 500 yards 
away. 

As children began complain- 
ing of painful eyes, all vents 
leading tn the outside were 
turned off and the 438 pupils 


were taken out of the classrooms 
to assemble for evacuation by 
school buses.

ETHIOPIA SEEKS BETTER LINKS WITH 
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,,.U.S. WHILE KEEPING 
e -SOVIET TIES '

-■ By R. BARRY O’BRIEN in Addis Ababa 

HOPE of better relations between the 
United States and Marxist Ethiopia 
during President Reagan’s second term of 
office was voiced by Mr Goshu Wolde, 
Ethiopia's Foreign Minister, in an interview 
with The Daily Telegraph in Addis Ababa. 

‘■There should be no reason why the United 
States should have excellent relations with a Commu- 
nist giant like China and not have good relations with 
a fledgling and least-developed country like Ethiopia,” 
he said. 


Ethiopia now had excellent 
relations with Europe and re- 
lations with Britain had 
improved considerably, parti- 
cularly since the visit of Mr 
Malcolm Rifkind. Foreign 
Office Minister of State, in 
July, he said. 

“Our only problem is with 
the United Stales: thc> cate- 
gorise the world, as Mr Heayan 
dors, into good and evil and 
I think thev put us somewhere 
in the evil. 1 ” he said, laughing. 

“I don’t know why thev do 
tbal. \V’e are not evil. We want 
better relations with all coun- 
tries. the Americans also.” 

The Minister said Ethiopia 
had tried lo impress ua the 
Reagan Administration thut 
there was no logical reason for 
Washington's negative altitude 
towards Addis Ababa since the 
1974 revolution that overthrew 
the pro-Western Emperor Haile 
Selassie. 

The Reanan Administration 


was refusing to deal fairly with 
Ethiopia because it had chosen 
a Marxist - Leninist socio • 
economic structure, he said. 

Ethiopia hoped pressure from 
the American Congress and 
public would persuade Mr 
Rcaiun in his second term of 
office to follow a “ more realis- 
tic" policy, as it was now fol- 
lowing on emergency famine 
relief aid lo Ethiopia, and put 
relations on a businesslike basis. 

“ It is in the interest oF the 
two countries," Mr Goshu said 
at his office in the Ethiopian 
Foreign Ministry. “ There is no 
reason which should divide us. 
We in Ethiopia haw done 
nolhiiwt which will affect the 
basic national interest of the 
United States’, our revolution 
was nut directed against other 
countries, or against our neigh- 
bours. 

■’ We have no military bases 
here. We have a treaty of 
friendship and co-operation 
wilh lhe Soviet Union but that 
does not in anv wav mean we 


ere subservient to . Soviet 
foreign policy- We do not be- 
long to the Warsaw Pact, nor 
to any camp or sphere. 

“ Ethiopia has been fiercely 
Independent for thousands of 
tears and we have <an indepen- 
dent foreign policy. We are 
non-aligned. Our policy is that 
we are friends to everybody 
aod have malice towards none. 

“ We want to do business on 
equally mutually - nimeficial 
terms with all countries qf 
different social and economic 
policies. America, Europe and 
so on." 

Mr Goshu said Ethiopia ap- 
preciated the massive response 
of the .American people to the 
Ethiopian tragedy and hoped 
the opportunity for better re- 
lations created - by the tragedy 
would continue to exert a posi- 
tive Influence. 

But better relation's with 
Washington would not mean any- 
weakening of ties between 
Ethiopia and the Soviet Union, 
be stressed. 

Weapons supply 

“This is quite clear as far 
as we are concerned^ Our rela- 
tionship with the Soviets and 
East European counLri<?s will 
develop while, at the same time, 
we extend the hand of friend- 
ship and fraternity to all coun- 
tries in Western Europe and to 
America." 

Mr Goshu acknowledged that 
the Soviet response to the 
Ethiopian famine emergency 
had not been on the same scale 
as that from the United State* 
but said Soviet aid had to be 
looked at. not just in the pre- 
sent sense, but over the whole 
period since 1974. 

Ethiopia had a debt of grati- 
tilde to the Sosiet Union for 
;upphing the weapons that 
enabled it to repel a Somali 
invasion in 19//. and for 10 
years' assistance from Russia, 
Cuba and the Eastern bloc with.

Mr Goshu said Ethiopia was 
now urgently seeking assistance 
from the whole world commun- 
ity including Europe and the 
United States for agricultural 
rehabilitation, including the 
resettlement of 500,000 people 
in family groups from drought-’ 
stricken parts of North- 
Ethiopia to more Fertile regions. 

The resettlement was essen- 
tial because the devastated soil 
of the drought areas, cultivated 
for 5.000 vears since the 
ancient Ethiopian kingdoms, 
could no longer support human 
or animal life, he said. 

“The alternative to moving 
people was to leave them to 
a grim future of no rain and 
starvation. 

That, of course, is something 
that no fiercely proud, country' 
like Ethiopia was prepared to 
do. ■’ We can't go to every 
European capital year after 
year and beg for emergency 
assistance. We can do it once, 
we can do it twice, we can — 
perhaps— even do it thrice:' but 
the fourth and fifth times 
people will get Fed up. 

“ This is why we must become 
self-sufficient in the production 
of food. Food sell-sufficiency is 
the cornerstone of our ]A-y'ear 
agricultural and development 
programme.” 

The Foreign Minister said 
Western Governments were 
showing reluctance to support 
the resettlement programme 
because of ignorance of the 

facts. 

Mr Goshu accused the United 
States of exploiting an un- 
settled dispute over American 
property worth £30 million (£24 
million), nationalised in Ethiopia 
after the 1974 revolution, as a 
pretext for barring Ethiopia 
from development aid. 

“They are using the com-.

“ We have settled all outstand- 
ing claims with most countries, 
including • the Netherlands.

RAF men complain of 
famine aid delays 

- By R. BARRY O’BRIEN in Addis Ababa 

S OME members of the 75-man Royal Air Force • 
detachment in the Ethiopian famine airlift flew 
back’ to Britain last. night complaining of “banging 
about waiting for loads/* and-" 1 a waste of resources.” 

Supply hold-ups- which 
have halved the- number of 
famine relief - flights by two 
RAF Hercules C-130 trans- 
ports in the past few days 
appeared to 'have dispirited 
some of the 20 men return- 
ing home after a month in 
Ethiopia. 

" We have been at Addis 
Ababa airport at 5.45 every 
morning ready to go, but this 
week we have been hanging 
about three or four hours wait- 
ing for loads,” said Sgt Derek 
Barron, 56. 

“The stuff is around but 
there seems to be a lack of co- 
ordination in getting . It 
together." 

Sgt . Barron, from Caine, 
Wiltshire, said the supply hold: 
ups began after the two 
Hercules cleared stocks of 
Canadian wheat at Addis Ababa 
airport last weekend. 

The Ethiopian Relief and 
Rehabilitation Commission 
which- provides supplies for the 
airlift" had since been “ scrab- 
bling for loads." for. the aircraft, 
and famine relief supplies had 
been turning up in half loads. 

He ’added: “We have been 
here five weeks, and Pin glad 
to be going home. I would like 
to think that what we have been 
doing is worth while. We have 
seen only the airfields. We 
have not seen the feeding.” 

Hercules grounded • 

One of the two RAF Her- 
cules engaged in the ferrying 
of relief supplies was grounded 
yesterday after developing a 
mechanical fault which, forced 
It' to turn' back, while flying a 
load, of blankets from Addis 
Ababa to Makalie, in the north 
of the country. ■ 

The other plane made three 
flights to Makalie and Alamata 
carrying blankets -which were 
flown to Addis Ababa from 
Britain, and. Finland on Wed- 
nesday in 'response to urgent 
appeals on behalf of famine 
victims, camped out in freezing 
temperatures.

BLAMED FOR

J)OCTORS are responsible

“A vast army of ‘old’ out- 
patients attend hospital ■ in- 
definitely. seeing junior doctors 
for no good reason. Oncologists 
give too much radiotherapy and 
cancer chemotherapy. Clinicians 
prescribe physiotherapy on a 
massive .scale.” 

•V Politicians blamed. . 

Instead of trying to abolish 
this waste. -doctors complained 
that the N H S was failing apart 
because it wai* underfinanced. . 

“Instead of blaming our- 
selves we blame- the public for 
its demands,- the politicians rand 
the bureaucrats." 

Writing in .the ■ medical 
weekly _ The Lancet, Dr . Todd 
says many iterations lo remove 
tonsils and the . appendix are 
unnecessary 'and many varicose 
vein procedure^ are: of dubious 
value. -

Health authorities are said to 
earn. £214 million, from various 
private charges, but the money 
from overseas patients amounts 
to only £1.600.000. and £6 mil- 
lion from road accident victims. 

. A sDokesman for the D H S S 
said there is no target figure 
to be raised' from these sources, 
but Ministers wanted the autho- 
rities to collect the full amount 
due to th em.

AS A COMEDY of British mili- 
tary msumers in the old Peter 
Ustinov discursive style, “'lhe 
Desert Air ” by Nicholas Wright 
at The Other Place, Stratford- 
upon-Avon, is divertingly obser- 
vant and sharp wittediy satirical 
but . somehow essentially mis- 
placed. 

Its tone is reminiscent of 
those film scenarios in which Mr 
Ustinov studies satirically the 
habits of our wartime soldiers 
— though Mr Wright" sticks to 
the officer class.

sans, is, kept at" the level, of 
stock types. 

The trouble is that although 
the personal conflicts are amus- 
ing and richly characterised in 
Geoffrey Hutchings’s" twitching 
tyrant of a colonel of the lago- 
type, we can’t help wondering 
why so much trouble should be 
taken over such -a — well, a 
scenario. For that is .what these 
lively episodes amount to rather 
than a play.

The little Band 
find themselves battling with 
pirates, almost dying in a desert 
and escaping by balloon from an 
ogre who insists that since 
Alfred’s name begins with A he 
must marry his daughter. Yet 
although Alfred’s quest for 
a princess to rescue so that he 
can win his knighthood pro- 
vides a charming theme, Mr 
Osborn does not quite weld his 
many, perfectly legitimate 
borrowings into a world truly 
his own. 

When retired sea dog Samuel 
"Swain mistakenly fills- np the 
balloons and infiatables he sells 
with gas instead of air his en3? 
tire premises lifts off the front 
at - Cockleton-on-Sea. Nobody 
notices, though, any more than 
anybody worries unduly when 
young Henry Hollins and the 
two - quarrelsome, middle-aged 
sisters fail to return to the Sea 
View gnesthonse. 

Aboard “The Inflatable 
Shop* (Bodley Head, £5-50), 
Captain Swain turns his three 


: stranded customers into crew 
; and manages eventually to 

steer a course for land . . . only 

to be greeted by three-eyed, 
green creatures. Willis Hall 
recounts his story with a broad 
humour, which is complemented 
by Babette Cole’s pictures. 

The rich imagination of the 
New Zealander Margaret Mahv 
is amply demonstrated in “ The 
Birthday Burglar and A Very 
Wicked Headmistress ” (Dent. 
£5*95). The first story is about 
a lonely' boy who. with his 
family butler, • steals other 
people’s birthdays. 

The. second deals with a 
crooked ex-trapeze artist. Miss 
Taffeta, who runs a private 
school, with only her brother’s 
help, by disguising herself as 
members of staff. The girls 
grumble, but things onh’ get 
out of hand when a volcano 
erupts at a nearby farm and 
mixes eggs and sugarbeet to. 
produce caramel custard con- 
taining diamonds. A boiler 
explosion puts paid to the 
school, but Miss Taffeta sur- 
vives. I only hope that further 
stories about her will contain 
stronger plot lines. 

I suspect that Maurice Dodd, 
a television cartoonist, began 
“ Menrymole the Intrepid ” 
(H odder, £4-50) with his excel- 
lent illustrations, which cer- 
tainly attracted one five-year- 
old. His mole hero is first shown 
.doing aerobatics in a- biplane, 
pretending to be a first world 
war ace. But the story 
only gets under way when 
Merrymole builds an airship to 
rescue the mysterious beauty 
whom his old enemy Eustace 
Browne-Rafc has had kidnapped 
by . some splendidly yobbish 
bats. 

Shaun Traynor’s “ Hugo 
O’Huge ” (Methuen, £3*95) is 
a plainly related account of the

Much more sophisticated.' 
“The Oak King and the Ash 
Queen” lOUP. £6-95) tells 
how Dan and Daisy, walking 
in Hart wood Forest, are drawn 
into the world of the tree 
people with their seasons and 
conflicts. Both children join 
different sides, learning to use 
bow and spear, before combin- 
ing to resist a ruthless ploy by 
the whiter trees. Some children, 
however, may find that Ann 
Phillips’s story smacks too much 
of die holiday task. 

Among collections. * Alan 
Garner’s Book of British Fairy 
Tales” (Coffins. £8-95). which 


is dramatically illustrated by 
Derek Collard, skilfully 
presents traditional stories for 
reading aloud, often in regional 
accents. Some adults may jib 
at obvious grammatical errors 
but -they trip off the tongue 
naturally enough. 

In “Tales from Wales” 
(Dragon/Granada. £4-95) Harri 
Webb's prose has a suitable lilt 
as he reworks selections from 
“The* Mabinogion” together 
with later legends about Gelert 
and St David. For many the 
greatest joy will be Lesley 
Bruce’s vivid colour pictures. 

Floella Benjamin's “ Why the 
Agouti Has No Tail” (Hutch- 
inson, £4-95) economically 
recounts some West Indian 
tales about An ansi the Spider- 
man. and others From India, 
Africa and China. There is no 
marked flavour, but they are 
none the worse for that.

What these books have in common

PFHAT money ' isn’t every. 
■ thing is the well-wora 
. but Christmassy .message

Guide Dogs 
for the Blind, has raised funds 
for three dogs. 

Over 25 voluntary organisa- 
tions got together for their 
Christmas Baxaar which has just 
raised £1.100. 

Age Concern has a Christmas 
Day dinner in the Red Cross hall 
where volunteers will provide a 
Turkey dinner, with all the trim- 
mings and wine, tor £1. ter 
lonely people. There is no 
" age " involvement in this; any- 
one lonely is welcome.

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LAW AT SEA 

THE UNITED NATIONS Convention on the law of 
the sea has generally been presented 35 3ti 
imperfect but useful compromise between the 
Western industrial nations and the Third World. 
In return lor granting the Third World an unearned 
share in the proceeds oF deep-sea mineral 
exploitation, the West had allegedly received its 
agreement to a stable legal Framework covering 
territorial waters, the right of passage, marine 
conservation and so on. The price is high. 
Regulation oF deep sea-bed mining is in tbe hands 
of an International Sea Bed Authority which is 
cumbersome in organisation and politically weighted 
towards developing countries and the Soviet bloc; 
which has excessive powers to levy supranational 
taxes on the (mainly Western) mining companies 
and to obtain their technology on Favourable terms; 
and which can restrict production in order to keep 
prices stable tt.e. high) in the interests of land-based 
producers. This overblown international bureaucracy 
rests precariously on the dubious legal premise that 
the contents of the sea-floor are the property of all 
mankind even where (res communis) rather than the 
propertv of those who invest capital, effort and 
ingenuity in bringing them to the surface (res 
rrii’.-ux).* And its principal effect, admittedly well 
into ihe next century, would be to discourage sea-bed 
mining and to raise mineral prices. 

What benefits did the West receive in 
exchange? It is argued that the Convention would 
establish such rights as " transit passage through 
straits which are especially important to a maritime 
nation like Britain. This benefit is. however, 
extremely modest. First, it is largely the codification 
of existing customary rights. Secondly, the 
Convention has no provision for the enforcement of 
these rights against violators. If a nation's ships are 
refused passage through straits, it will continue to 
be up to the nation threatened to insist on its rights 
bv Force. And. finally, the definition oF such rights 
as *' transit passage’’ in the treaty is hedged about 
with qualifications which, though apparently 
anodyne, may perhaps increase scope for denying 
passage to. say. a South African or Israeli ship. 
Mr Malcolm Rjfkinu was therefore right yesterday 
to confirm the Government’s decision not to sign 
the convention, ft is a pity, however, that the 
Government is to follow West Germany in not 
obstructing the European Community’s collective 
signature. The Community's powers in the matter 
are admittedly limited to fisheries and pollution. But 
its adherence will be a misleading symbol. And 
there is no good reason for the Community to take a 
joint view when its members plainly differ. 

MR CHERNENKO S SIGNALS 

WITH THE SOVIET UNION suddenly waxing 
positively enthusiastic about arms-control talks wit a 
the United States it is worth asking what President 
Konstantin Chernenko is up to. In the past few 
days he has said it was " time to roll up one’s sleeves 
and get down to business.” hinted that given certain 
conditions there could be an early summit with 
President Reagan, and insisted that the Soviet 
Union was ready to adopt ” radical solutions ” to the 
arms race. Taken at face value the Kremlin is busy 
signalling a change of mood towards the United 
States and that it wants the Gromyko-Shultz talks 
about talks in Geneva next month to be successful. 

There should be no doubts that there is an 
element here of the need of the Soviet leader to 
reverse, his initial image as Chernenko the Weak 
into Chernenko the Strong, and more, including 
demonstrating a readiness to at least begin exploring 
a relationship with a remarkably confident Mr 
Reagan. We do not know the extent of the power 
struggle being waged in the Kremlin — whatever 
happened to Marshal Ustinov. Defence Minister, 
who has not been around for weeks and why was 
Marshal Ogarkov. Chief of Staff, cut down iH his 
prime? Gut just at the moment Mr Chernenko is 
averting hinwlf and is apparently ready, willing 
and able to talk to Washington. 

Jr is cqiully dear that despite the recent 
increase in the Soviet defence budget (and even 
th:s doe* not *a\ much about the real situation) 
there are strong infernal prewire? pushing the 
Politburo in put a brake on military spending. Once 
n 23 in there was a rotten harvest and the country 
h.ts very min h ju exhausted economic system to go 
niih exhausted old leaders.

Battle of the books 


E VER since the introduction 
cf printing made books 
readily available, reading 
has immeasurably increased 
human wealth. Whenever some 
invention has multiplied man's 
possessions or enriched his 
everyday life, it will usually be 
found that a book was the 
original motive spark which set 
the wheels of productive in- 
! dustry turning. In the 18th and 
early 19th centuries such read- 
ing " by British pioneers and 
inventors made this country the 
richest in the world. 

Because as a people' we have. 
• realised how large a part reading 
and learning have played in the 
creation of our material well-being, 
successive British Governments 
have refrained From taxing books 
and. by doing so. have kept their 
price as low as possible. 

Recently there has been a move 
in Treasury’ circles towards a 
gradual substitution of taxation on 
spending in place of taxation of 
incomes. But as Value Added Tax 
on books, on top of existing taxes 
and rates, would have sent their 
price to prohibitive levels, they 
were given zero-rated status and 
so. like Food and medicine, exemp- 
ted from VAT. 

Today, however, faced by the 
rising costs of overstaffed Govern- 
ment establishments, the Treasury 
has been driven to consider with- 
drawing the zero-status of books, 
even though the sum raised by 
doing so would be paltry — a mere 
£85 million which, even if realised, 
would be only a tiny fraction of 
the sums needed to make any real 
impression on excessive Govern- 
ment expenditure. 

★ 

fpHE effect on books, education 
and learning would be calami- 
tous. Book prices would rise not 
merely by the 15 .per cent, added 
by removing their exemption from 
VAT. but by at least another 5 
per cent, through lower printing 
orders and the increased demands 
of the all-powerful printing trade 
unions. Paperbacks today selling 
at £3-95 would rise to over £8; 
far fener hardbacks would be 
published, high-quality books with- 
out mass appeal hardly at ail. 

For publishers an average of 
20 per cent, on the cost of book 
production would gravely damage 
their capacity to serve their exist- 
ing markets, both domestic and 
foreign. At present they are con- 
tributing 1 per cent, to Britain's 
export trade, selling a third of 
their production overseas — an 
achievement hailed by the Prime 
Minister as among our proudest 
export records. But the economies 
of scale and the quality which 
make our books competitive 
abroad would be eroded. 

As book? are the indispensable 
tools oF education, including self- 
teaching. schools, learning and 
education would suffer most of 
all. Even more disastrous would 
be the effect on bookshops. Most, 


if not all. the small independent 
ones serving local communities 
would be driven out of business. 
And larger ones, expected by their 
owners to make a reasonable re- 
turn on investment, would be 
forced to give a greater propor- 
tion of their space to more popu- 
lar and saleable products than 
books.

JN 1933 A. G. Street, after the 
success of “ Farmer's Glory.”

what he said about the enduring 
importance of books. 

What is happening in Germany 
ceems to me to be more than any- 
thing else a rebellion of the clumsy 
lout against liberal civilisation ... . 
It is a clumsy lout's revolution 
against thought, against sanity, and 
against books. Where it will take 
Germany nobody knows. 

But ir is not onlv in Germany 
that the wide tolerations with 
which this century opened are dis- 
appearing. It is going on all over 
the world. The clumsy lout is ram- 
pant everywhere, wearing his 
idiotic symbols, making hi* idiotic 
salutes, contriving his imbecile 
cruelties. Are we safe in England 
here? Personally. I do not feel a 
bit «afe. It is all right here in this 
room, of course, but ten years 
ahead luncheon parties for literary 
men may give place to lynching 
parties for literary men! 

But about one thing I do feel 
safe. In the long run the judg- 
ment of books will win. and the 
clumsy lout will be brought to 
her!. In the long run the judgment 
of books will settle with all the 
braving and bawling heroics of 
these insurgent louts. We shall 
have Mr Hitler weighed accurately 
to his last yawp, we shall know 
the truth about Goering and 
Goebbels and about incapacity and 
sabotage in Russia. Or our child- 
ren will. 

Books arc a refuge and a reser- 
voir of power. The mills of books 
grind slowly, but they grind ex- 
ceedingly small. Men may suffer 
and men may die. but human 
thought embodied in science and 
literature goes marching on. So 
1 will make an end of speaking. 
Let us get back to enduring things, 
let us get back to our books. 

“ Somehow,” Street wrote, re- 
calling that speech seven years 
afterwards. “ I find it comforting, 
in the year 1940, to hear again 
H. G- Wells’s husky voice pro- 
phesying that the reign of the 
clumsy lout will cease and that 


books will once again come into 
their own.” And today, nearly 
half a century still later, there is 
no Freedom lor books in the in- 
tolerant totalitarian . Marxist 
States. And even in this country, 
with its long tradition of freedom, 
a small but violent minority cf 
Marxist propagandists are de- 
liberately seeking to destroy from 
within the freedoms so long pre- 
served here by the rule of law. 

Fortunately, we have in the 
Prime Minister a leader resolute 
to defend them. Delivering the 
second Carlton Lecture on Nov. 
26 she chose as her title, “ Why 
Democracy Will Last.” Because 
the majority in tbe Labour party 
in Parliament has passively 
surrendered to a violent extremist 
minority, a unique responsibility, 
has Fallen on her and her suppor- 
ters. " In our long history," ishe 
delared, “ the Conservative party 
has sought successfully to con- 
serve many things: the Monarchy, 
the House of Lords, tbe constitu- 
tional integrity of the United 
Kingdom. But now tbe mantle has 
fallen on it to preserve the very 
principle of Parliamentary demo- 
cracy and the rule of law/* 

One trusts, therefore, that the 
Conservative party will also con- 
tinue to preserve the freedom of 
the spoken and written word. Its 
leader herself has proclaimed that 
“books unlock the secrets and 
wonders of the world,” constitut- 
ing a major contribution to 
Britain’s influence on mankind. 
For Dot only has the consistent 
refusal of every British Govern- 
ment — including the self-govern- 
ing democracies of the former 
British Commonwealth. Canada, 
Australia and New Zeaiand-^o 
impose any tax on books and 
reading been scrupulously 
honoured for more than 125 years, 
but even during .the crisis after 
Dunkirk, when an emergency 
Coalition needed every penny to 
arm the country against invasion, 
the British Government consis- 
tently refused to impose a tax on 
books. 

★ 

JFOR our reluctance to tax books 
and learning goes far further 
back than 125 years. Even in the 
intensely intolerant age of reli- 
gious persecution — of the Spanish 
Inquisition, the terrible Thirty 
Years War and our own Civil War 
— Cromwell's Latin secretary, the 
poet Milton, in his noble 
“ Areopagitica ’’ pleaded for the 
abolition of all licensing of books 
in advance of publication. 

“ As good almost kill a man as 
kill a good book.” he wrote. “ Who 
kills a man kills a reasonable 
creature, God’s image; but he who 
destroys a good book, kills reason 
itself. A good book is the precious 
life-blood of a Master spirit, em- 
balmed and treasured up on pur- 
pose to a life beyond life.” 

It was this that Milton meant 
when, in old age, solitude and 
blindness, be wrote. “ Let not Eng- 
land forget her precedence in 
teaching the nations how to live.”

Dr Wayte cited anecdotal accounts 
of parents’ confessions and other 
people’? opinions. I have said that Dr 
Wavto bad failed to provide scientific 
evidence lo support his claim that the 
nioi on! if of cot deaths are caused by 
suffocation from parental mishandling. 

In the Department of Health and 
Social Security-funded study of 988 
deaths from ail causes of .infants -aged 
over one week, nine deaths <1 per ccnt.l 
were du* to infanticide and io onlv a 
further ]5 fi-5 per cent.) was there 
un proven suspicion. 

In 233 cot deaths, studied in .South 
Fast Scotland, in onlv two cases wa* 
there unproven suspicion Of parental 
m’sliandlirtg. Jn 9htflrield over The vuars 
19.9 tu 1983 in five out of 55 cot deaths 
there was unproven suspicion of 
smnrbenng. This is not the majority. 

The majority oF cot deaths exhibit 
characteristic age. season and sex ratio 
pa:tern« not compatible with .smother- 
ing. My Foundation is determined fo 
continue research to find the medical 
reasons For these deaths which cause 
such anguish to bereaved parrnls.

SIR— Among the causes of war must 
surely be included views such as those oF 
Mr M. A. Lees (Nov. 30): '“Peace is the 
balance oF power.” Yet it is impossible 
to measure a preponderance of war- 
heads if they can be destroyed in their 
silos underground by a smaller number 3 
of more accurate enemy missiles. And 
how can natural resources and overland 
supply lines be balanced against sea 
route's? , ■ . ... , 

Armed strength being impassible to 
measure accurately, each side feels 
under-armed and compelled to compen- 
sate for areas of weakness. “Balance 
of power means arms race. 

Security depends upon who is for you, 
who against and at whom the weapons 
of other countries would fire. Strangely, 
no correspondent since Mr James 
Munson's penetrating article “The short, 
short trail a-winding from appeasement 
to war ” (Nov. 10) has taken his point: 

H had there been an equivalent of Nato 
in 1914 there would have been.no war." 

Twenty-two nations fought on the gp 
Allied side. Yet 48 hours before march- 
ing, Germany did not know that even 
Britain, let alone united Western power, 
would oppose her. Had she believed that 
by following a certain line she would 
arouse those nations, she would not have 
followed that line and there would have 
been no war. 

Such security as can be achieved In 
the nuclear age depends upon how many 
people understand that the Soviet Union 
and the West arm themselves for dia- 
metrically opposite reasons. Britain and 
her allies defend the right to differ and 
The right -to exist. We protect the citizens 
who oppose the party in power equally 
with those who would re-elect it. We 
believe that we should defend any state 
(whether we like or loathe its govern- 
ment) from having the rule of another , j 
state imposed upon it. Stalin’s Soviet * 
Russia became our ally despite its vile 
record. 

But Communism denies the right to 
disagree, or to exist if you do. Thus did 
40 million Russian citizens perish at the 
hands of their own rulers.
